However, the right to build a 
motel is not included in the 
agreement. 
In requesting permission to 
construct a motel on the site, 
Harry Rubin, president of the 
Bristolwood Corp., asked the 
council to consider two separ­ 
ate leases, one for the golf range 
and the other for the motel, each 
to run for a period of 50 years. 
The proposal was rejected by 
council on the grounds one lease 
should be contingent upon the 
other, a technicality which Bris­ 
tolwood maintained t h r o u g h 
Martin Fairman, its CPA, was 
impossible. 
Lien Required 
Fairman told council that to 
finance the motel, lending in­ 
stitutions require a first lien and 
an assignment of 1638*6. The ex­ 
isting creditors will not take a 
second position, and will not 
subordinate a new creditor, he 
told the council. 
Under the terms of the pro 
posal of a dual lease arrange­ 
ment the corporation has of 
fered the borough an additional 
$4,500 a year rent. 
Fairman explained the cor 
poration’s proposal, if accepted, 
would involve an expenditure of 
half a million dollars, and would 
provide jobs for tradesmen to 
build the motel, and also pro­ 
vide jobs for local personnel to 
operate the establishment. 
Oppose Rental Rate 
“ Actually,” 
Fairman 
said, 
“ the borough should pay us for 
building this motel on lease be­ 
cause it would take a good num­ 
ber of 
l o c a l 
residents 
off 
the 
unemployment 
compensa­ 
tion rolls.” 
Fairman described the bor 
ough as a distress area. 
Council’s 
opposition to 
the 
proposal 
was 
not 
fully 
ex­ 
plained. Some councilmen, while 
not opposing the construction of 
a motel, are of the opinion that 
the additinal $4,500 annual rent 
is not enough. 
Others appear to have taken 
the position that at the termina­ 
tion of the present lease the 
borough can step in and become 
owner of an established and 
profitable busines*s and derive 
more revenue per annum than 
the present lease provides. 
Full Profit 
This would mean that at the 
end of the lease period the bor­ 
ough would receive IOO per cent 
profit from the golf range since 
the debt service will be paid at 
that time. 
Basing their assumption on a 
IO per cent tax Bristolwood pays 
the borough in addition to the 
$8,500 rental on the property, it 
is believed the borough’s an­ 
nual take from the installation

This is considered a “ long 
range view” for the benefit of 
the borough. Some councilmen 
feel the long range view should 
be set aside for the sake of im­ 
mediate returns which the bor 
ough can use at the present 
time. 
Meanwhile R u b i n contends 
Bristolwood has already invest­ 
ed up to $650,000 in the venture. 
“ We have been honorable in 
everything we have done,” Ru­ 
bin told the council, and I think 
we should be given more con­ 
sideration on this matter. If 
nothing is done we will have 
that corner for 35 years, and 
the borough stands to lose.” 
In what was termed by Coun­ 
cil President John Rodgers as 
“ a straw vote” to reconsider 
Bristolwood’s proposal and bring 
it to a vote at the next regular 
council meeting, seven council­ 
men voted “ yes” and five voted 
“ no” , with four councilmen ab 
staining. 
“ This,” said Rodgers, “ leaves 
this proposal open to further 
negotiations.”

A large group of the minor 
judiciary of Bucks County was 
recently lectured by Assistant 
District Attorney William East- 
bum 111 on Pennsylvania’s new 
rules of criminal procedure. 
Speaking on behalf of the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office, Eastburn

Jan. I. They have been adopt­ 
ed by both the Supreme and Su­ 
perior Courts of Pennsylvania. 
To Advise Defendants 
“ Under these changes.” East- 
bum said, “ it will be the duty 
of the m inor judiciary to ad­ 
vise defendants of the right to 
counsel in 
prelim inary 
hear­ 
ings.” 
He said other changes include 
the necessity for counsel being 
appointed in capital cases be­ 
fore the preliminary hearing, 
and an expanded use of sum­ 
mons instead of a warrant for 
arrest.
